AFFIDAVIT 

I,  Lieutenant  Golonel  Cyril  'Wallace  lUAISE'"  of  the  Royal  Army  Medical 
Corps,  with  hoce  address  at  School  House,  '^oodbridgo,  Suffolk,  make  oath 
and  srv  au  followsi- 

1,  I  was  token  prisoner  by  the  Japanese  on  March  8,  194^  and  after  being 
in  various  camps  and  hospitals  in  Java,  I  was  finally  transferred  in  May 
1945  to  L.O.G.  lundsop  ca'np,  i^andoeng,  Java.  The  general  conditions  in 
this  ca&ip  were  very  bod  tiOstly  w/ing  to  ov^-r  crov;ding.  This  camp  was 
originally'  a  boi's*  reformatory  designed  tc  house  ^0  boyo}  after  I  had 
been  in  the  camp  about  o  week  there  were  over  four  thousand  prisoners 
confined  in  this  camp.  Naturally  the  sanitary  arrangements  were  totally 
inodequate  and  the  water  supply  also  ioodequate. 

2.  The  food  was  inadequate  and  loss  and  less  ./as  supplied  as  time  went 
on.  Although  the  supply  of  food  was  more  difficult  for  the  Japanese  at 

this  time  there  was  food  available  as  was  proved  by  what  we  could  buy  through 
the  conteenj  v/hen  v;e  were  aliened  to  do  so.  '^e  were  not  nllcwed  often  to 
buy  food  through  the  canteen  as  the  Japanese  authorities  were  continually 
closing  the  canteen  for  long  periods  as  a  collective  punishment. 

3«  The  medical  supplies  were  very  inadequate  and  it  is  clear  that  there 
were  supplies  pvailable.  In  particular  the  Japanese  refused  to  supply 
insulin  for  the  diabetic  patients.  After  the  capitulation  of  Japan  large 
supplies  of  medical  stores,  including  insulin,  were  brought  into  the  camp. 

In  addition  the  Japanese  only  supplied  us  with  a  small  quantity  of  the  Rod 
Cross  modiool  supplies  which  hed  arrived  in  the  country.  Large  supplies 
of  8cd  Cross  stores  were  brought  into  tho  camp  after  the  capitulation, 
those  had  been  stored  outside  the  camp.  The  hospital  accomodation  was 
quite  inadequate  and  there  were  hospitols  outside  not  far  from  the  camp 
which  could  have  been  made  available  easily. 

4.  Tlie  prisoners  in  this  camp  were  frequently  beaten  up  by  the  Japanese 
guards,  and  rooeivod  such  punishments  as  being  made  to  kneel  down  all 
night  outside  wearing  only  a  pair  rf  shorts  although  the  conditions  were 
very  cold.  The  Japanese  mainly  responsible  fer  this  ill-treatment  was 
Corporal  Kasiatita.  I  also  believe  that  this  corporal  made  large  illegal 
profits  out  of  the  canteen.  On  one  occasion  when  the  Japanese  had  called 
for  the  names  of  prisoners  who  had  expert  knowledge  of  marine  engines  the 
British  prisoners  refused  to  supply  any  names.  As  a  result  all  the 
prisoners  were  paraded  and  all  officers  of  the  rank  of  Major  and  above  wore, 
paraded  before  Sergeant  Major  Mori  Sasau,  who  proceeded  to  hit  them  with 
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l.iG  fist,  uc'solf  includoii  and  Ulng  Carjnander  iiloxcndcr  the  senior  British 
ofliocr.  Many  of  thu  offio.ro  -..'ore  knocked  unconscious}  I  ncsolf  lost  a  '• 
^ok  tooth  and  Vflng  Coinioander  i»lexnnder  had  his  jaw  broken.  Although  he 
did  not  toko  part  in  the  beating  I  arc.  of  the  opinion  that  Corporal  Kasiama 
was  largely  to  blame  for  this  boating  up  (x;ing  to  the  false  report  that 
he  made  to  SorLOont  Major  Mori.  I  remained  in  this  camp  until  the  capitu¬ 
lation  of  Japan  on  the  15th  August  1945  •  On  the  19th  of  j*uguat  1945 
that  is  r.ftor  the  capitulation  of  Japan,  the  Japonose  produced  large  sums 
of  money  ^»lil«h  thoy  stated  had  como  froti  the  J4jd  Cross.  I  have  no  doubt 
that  they  had  been  in  possession  of  this  money  for  a  oonsldorablo  tine, 
but  they  had  never  supplied  any  to  the  prisoners  although  I  and  other 
officers  had  made  repented  requests  for  this  uwnoy  which  wo  had  raason 
to  believe  was  in  the  hands  of  the  Japanese,  ^^e  wore  In  groat  need  of 
this  money  for  medical  supplies  and  extra  food.
